Abolishment of Eldorado Schools' 
Superintendency Called Illegal 
Ministerial Group 


The Illinois 
Superintendent of 
Public Instruction’s legal division 
has notified interested parties that 
abolishment of the office of super 
intendent of the 
Eldorado City 
Schools is illegal, and could result 
in withdrawal of state recognition 
of the school system and withhold 
lug of state distributive funds. 
The letter, dated April 3, was 
written bj N. E. Hutson, assistant 
Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion in charge of legal matters, to 
parties interested in a situation 
which has developed in the Eldo­ 
rado schools. 
The school system has been in 
financial difficulty for some time. 
A few months ago six of the seven 
board members resigned and sue 
tcessors were appointed by Grattan 
Hill, remaining board member. 
On March 20, the school board 
announced that the situation of 
City 
Superintendent 
was 
being 
abolished in the interest of econ 
omy. 
Ralph Slow is the superin 
tendent, having held that situation 
for about 23 years. 
The letter from the State Super 
intendent’s office follows: 
" I have your letter of March 
27th in which you advise that the 
City Board of Education of Eldo 
rado, Illinois abolished the office 
of

Schools on the 20th day of March,

“ You have asked for an investi­ 
gation by the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction into the finan­ 
cial condition of the district and 
the reason why this action of the 
board was taken. 


“ I advise yoi that this office is 
not a law-enforcing agency a n d ! 
our duties are advisory and super 
visory only. 
The Superintendent I 
of Public Instruction also has the 
power to grant certificates of rec­ 
ognition to schools 
meeting the 
standards fixed by him, or refuse 
to grant such recognition. 
T h is 1 
power of recognition does give the 
office some justification to require 
that schools operate according to 
law. 


“ In my opinion there is nothing 
more certain than that a board 
of education must have a super ; 
intendent. See Section 7-11 of the 
School Code 
This provision of 
law makes it the duty of the school 
board ‘to emplov a superintendent’ 
who shall have charge of the ad­ 
ministration of the schools under 
the direction of the board of edu 
cation 
I do not believe that a 
| school 
board 
may 
operate 
its 
schools without a superintendent 
nor that a school district is enti 
tied to recognition if it has no 
superintendent. 
In other words, 
the board’s alleged action in abol­ 
ishing the office was illegal and 
not authorized. 
“ When the district is considered 
for recognition at the end of the 
; school term, I cannot see how the 
office will be able to grant such 
i recognition. 
This will mean loss 
of State aid of all kinds, as well 
as 
grave disadvantages for the 
graduates of the high school. 
“ An investigi tion by this office 
of these matters would avail us 
or your ' b e n t s nothing since we 
have no power to act or to require 
any changes, 
We are, however.

NEW YORK Ifl-Columbia Broad­ 
casting System radio and television

striking technicians. 
Film was substituted for some 
scheduled live television shows in 
which the camera work was con 
littered too intricate for the inex 
perienced hands.

The 1,300 members of eight lo­

! tract had expired Jan 31, but ne­ 
gotiations had continued in Wash 
ington with officers of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Service 
sitting in on the talks.

New York, Los Angeles, Chicago 
and St l,oins, TV .stations only in 
Hartford, Conn , and Milwaukee, 
and radio stations only in Boston 
and San Francisco. 
The network serves a total of 
200 TV stations and 201 radio Ma

TV stations it owns were affected.

company had offered a 7 per cent 
wage increase that would bring 
base pay after three years serv­ 
ice to $185 a week. 
Union officials said the company 
offer was 6 per cent rather than 
7 and would not cover the cost of 
living increase since their last con­ 
tract.

Employment in c re a se d by 323, 
OOO — from 61,988.000 in February 
to 62,311,000 in mid M arch. 
The March u n em p lo y m en t total 
was the highest in 1 6 12 years, but ] 
the increase in the n u m b e r of job 
less was down C 'n sid e ra b ly from 
the 700,000 jump in F ebruary arad 
the one-millum plus 
rise in Jan­ 
uary. 
The 62,311.000 jobs figure 
for March compared w ith the total j 
of 66 million for O c to b e r and the I 
all-time high of 67,200,000 in July. 
Administration o ffic ia ls took the 
new figures ss a h ea rte n in g sign 
in their battle a g a in s t the reces­ 
sion, «v«n though M a rc h normally 


is a month in which unemployment 
decreases from 100,000 to 200,000, 
rather than increasing as it did 
this March, 
One significant aspect of the lat­ 
est unemployment and employment 
figures announced jointly by the 
Commerce and Labor departments 
was that the number of workers 
on the job part time because of 
slack work reached a record high 
for the period since World War IL 
“Tho number of regular full­ 
time workers on part-time because 
of slack work and other economic 
factors continued upward, reach­ 
ing a new post-war high of 2,300, 
OOO in March," the report said. 
The rise in both employment and 
unemployment — as was the case 
in March — is accounted for in the 
fact that the size of the labor force 
changes. 
For example, the labor 
force usually increases greatly in 
June when students take summer 
jobs and drops in September when 
they return to school.

Brushes Aside 
Statements 
By Khrushchev 


President Rintwt 
Disarmament Plan 
In Note to Soviets 


WASHINGTON (lf — President 
Eisenhower today called on Rus­ 
sia to join the United States hi 
banning 
production 
at 
atomte 
weapons. 
He proposed that nuc­ 
lear materials be manufactured 
“only for peaceful purposes." 


The President renewed th* U. 
S. disarm am ent proposal in a note 
to Soviet Prem ier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev. 


He brushed aside Khrushchev’s 
statements and note of last Fri­ 
day proposing an immediate hall 
to nuclear test explosion!. 


The 
President said the "tim­ 
ing, wording and manner" of the 
Soviet 
declaration 
"cannot but 
raise questions as to Its real sig­ 
nificance." 
He also urged Khrushchev to 
accept 
the 
"open 
skiea" che­ 
at mament * inspection plan, first 
proposed by Eisenhower in INS, 
and the recent U. S. proposal Ie 
ban space warfare. 
The White House said the note 
was cleared with the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Allies, It was delivered 
to the Kremlin this morning. 
f o r Peace Purposes 
In asking Russia to accept Ida 
“ atoms 
for peace" proposal el 
1933, 
the 
President 
said 
the 
“ heart of the nuclear problem Ie 
not the mere testing of weapons, 
but the weapons themselves." 
He said if weapons are depend­ 
ably dealt with, "then It Is Bater* 
a1 to suspend their testing." 
But he said Russia "continues 
to reject the concept of an inter­ 
nationally supervised program Ie 
end 
weapons production and ti 
reduce weapons stocks." 
The President said if Rustle Ie 
as "peace loving as it professes,** 
it 
should 
surely want to bring 
about 
an 
internationally 
super­ 
vised diversion of nuclear mater­ 
ial 
from “weapons purposes ta 
peace purposes." 
Referring to Khrushchev*! April 
4 letter asking for a suspension 
of nuclear testing, the President 
said, “ It seems peculiar that the 
Soviet 
Union, having just con­ 
cluded a series of tests ai un­ 
precedented 
intensity, 
should 
now, in bold headlines, say that 
it will not test again, but add, ta 
small 
type, 
that it may test 
again, if the United States carrlee 
out 
its 
already long-announced 
a n d 
n o w 
imminent scries af 
tests." 
Cites Bermuda Declaration 
The United States, Eisenhower 
.-•aid, is trying to develop the "de- 
’(.-naive rather than the offensive** 
weapons 
and 
to 
learn how Ie 
“ minimize" nuclear fallout. 
“ It goes without saying," the 
Preseident said, "that these ex­ 
periments, so far as the United 
States is concerned, are so con­ 
ducted that they cannot appreci­ 
ably affect human health." 
He recalled the joint declaration 
made by the United Kingdom and 
the United States in Bermuda on 
March 24, 1957. He said the two 
countries declared that they would 
conduct nuclear tests only in such 
a manner as would keep world 
radiation 
from rising 
to more 
than 
a “ small 
fraction of the 
levels that might be hatardoui.** 
He said the joint declaration 
also pledged the two countries to 
continue publicly announcing test 
series well in advance at their 
occurrence and expressed a will­ 
ingness to permit limited interna­ 
tional observance of such tests 
if Russia would do the same. 
Russia, he said, “has never re­ 
sponded to that invitation." 
He said the latest series of So­ 
viet tests was conducted “behind 
a cloak of secrecy, so far aa tho 
Soviet Union could make it so." 
Nevertheless, he said, the United 
States still intends to invite ob­ 
servation by the United Natteoe 
of "certain" of the forthcoming 
tests at the mid-Pacific proving 
grounds.

Earthquake 
Shakes Alaska

earthquakes

Pierm ont, N. Y., laboratory, 3,590 
m iles distant. 
At Fairbanks, about

Its intensity on various seism o­ 
graphs across the country ranged 
from 7.5 to 8.5 on the Richter m ag­ 
nitude scale. 
The greatest earth­ 
quake previously recorded was a 
1950 trem bler in Tibet which hit 
8 .6 . 


U niversity of Alaska and U. S. 
Coast and Geodetic Survey scien­ 
tists placed the center of the quake 
at the Indian village of Hughes, 
northwest of Fairbanks on the Ko- 
yukuk River. 
No deaths or in­ 
juries were reported. 


G eologists said the quake was 
too far inland to cause tidal waves 
along the Pacific Coast.
